Got One Month for Breaking Law
and Three Years for Perjury,

CCORDING to the opinion iiled
by tha United Statea Clreult
Court of Appeals yvestarday
morning, W. Belt Samuels, of
Danville, convicted In the lower
court for viclation of the liquor lawa
and for perjury, must serva three years
Illn tha Federal prison in Atlantz, pay
a fine of $1,000, and serve one month
In jall, with an additlonal fine of $100.
W. I, Rameey, of Danville, Implicated
In simllar erimes, must serva nhls term|

of ona year and n day In prison.

Samuels and Ramesey wera convieted
| In the Unlted States Diatrict Court be-
Jfore Judge MeDowell. They appealed,
but In the opinions yestarday the ver-
dlet of the lower court is sustalned

Murder Charge Corses Later.

While out on bond Samusls shot and
killed Chiet of Pollce Willlam B. Fian-
nigan, of Draper, N. C, In Danville,
on the evening of October 23, He
must answer to the Commonweaslth for
the murder, and In the event of his
convietion, he will be accountable to
Btute and Federal jurisdliction, The
shooting of Flannigan had nothing to
do with the distillery cases, the trag-
edy heing the result of a row over a
Danvilla woman.

Tha hearing befors Judge McDaowell
nttrancted widespread interesst, At the
November térm, In 1906, Samuels was
indicted for earrying on the buslness
of a retall lquor dealer swithout having
pald the special tax, a8 required by Inw,
and gt the November term o year inter
he was Indlcted for carrylng on the
business of a wholasaln
without having pald the specisl tax.
He was also indicted’ for unlawfully
removing and concenling distilled spir-|
Its upon hich the tax had not been
pald. The thres coses were conaoll-
| duted, Samuels belng acquitted upon tha
| twn harges last named. He, was,
! howsaver, convicted for conduct
| retall buslnesy, tha jury recommending |
clemenoy, For that offense he was|
given thirty days In fall and & fine of|
$100.

Three Yenrs for Perjury.
| The perjury charge agalnst Samuels|
| was the outcome of the frat trlal, when |
| he appeared as a witness In his own
tiehalf. He was found gullty In April;
of the present year, the sentence heing |
three yoars, with a fine of 31,000, IFrom
!Iha:, verdlet he appealed, the ruling of
| the lower court, however, being af-
| fArmed.

Coart Rallway; Fransco Habbla and
Edward J. Triay, employment Agents,
of thia eily, and Frank A. Huff are
accused of conaplracy to keap amployes
in enforced peonage,

Huft had not been arreeted hafors the
apaning of tha cass to-day. It s
charged that Babbin and Trlay hired
man In New York, took them to New
Jeraay and turned them over to Har-
ley, and that he took them to Florida
to work on the rallroad. The com-
plaint alleged that the workmen ware
kept thera In éampn In a state of “poon-
age, slavery and foresd servitude.'”
